heal the fick, to cure the wounded, 
to provide for the deſtitute, to re- 
claim the bad, to meet the various 
accidents and calamities of life with 


needful relief, are portions of bene- 
| volence, which faſten on the heart 
more readily and ſtrongly from the 
habit of ſeeing and feeling the evils 
which 
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which appeal to us. But if any or 
all of theſe together mark high the 
generoſity, which comes forward to 
diſpenſe them; there cannot be a 
queſtion, but in the order of bene- 
ficence they muſt yield the palm to 
the exalted purpoſe of reſtoring life 
---the grand capacity of all other 
gifts and enjoyments—the great end 
to which all the other beneficences 
ſerve-—-and with life itſelf, perhaps 
a new turn of mind, which may 
| fave the individual for ever. 


When the momentous intereſts 
of this almoſt ruined nation, to xe- 


cover which your great integrity has 


ſtepped forth, under every diſcou-

che people, ſhall give you leiſure to 
fee the wonderful lights which the

O.. reſtore the dead to life is the ſummit 
= - ofall miraculous atteſtations, which 
the Divine Power has vouchſafed either 
to the ſpecial commiſſion of individuals, 
or to any religion, delivered from Heaven, 
And the ſame wonderful operation, 
in ſuch earlier circumſtances of mot- 
tality as may leave it practicable by mere 
human abilities, muſt equally be the 
ſummit of glory to ſcientific ſkill, Of 
all the means, which divine or human |, 
exertions can employ, to lift the admira- 
tion, or win the love of a beholding world, 
none can enſure theſe mote completely than 
calling back into life thoſe who are dear to 
e bad vil: Wes 
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us. A variety of the moſt powerful cir- 

cumſtances con&ir to accumulate favor 

on this pretenſion. Oa the one hand, it is 

flattered: by that ambition, which puſhes 

every great mind to new acquiſitions of 
knowledge, and eſpecially where a hope is 
given of realizing what appeared marvel- 
lous in its kind: On the other, it obtains 

an advocate in every heart that ſhares its 

bleſſings; it meets a bleſſing returned by 

the ſtrongeſt pledges of affection, by all the 

powers that rouſe the ſoul to its higheſt 
pitch, by that combined fervor of our 
moſt paſſionate feelings, which forms the 

unſpeakable tranſition from inconſolable 

affliction to an ecſtacy of happineſs, ſwell- 

ing out into all that love, joy, gratitude 
can expreſs, for ſo precious a recovery of 
what was deemed to be loſt, as that of the 

Jife of a fellow creature. 


But this is ſpeaking a language, which 
till now was not given us. Till this Hu- 
mane Society, by its ſucceſsful endeavors to 
arreſt the hand of death, juſtified us in 

ſpeaking 
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ſpeaking thus confidently of the power of 
robbing him of his triumphs, this lar.guage 
muſt have covered every mouth that ut- 
tered it with all the reproach of inſolent 
impoſture. But the bounds are ſtill marked 
with modeſty, treading as this Society yet 
does only on the threſhold of theſe aſtoniſh- 
ing diſcoveries. It preſumes to communi- 
cate a bleſſing, not which paſt ages had no 
hints of, but which having appeared in 
ſlighter or ſtronger views to former times, 
found not in any profeſſors diligence 
enough to penetrate thro' the outer dark- 
nefs that ſurrounded it, to the delight and 
the utility which awaited their labors in 
the end; and it entruſts to the encourage- 
ment of the world the probability of a farther 
progreſs, which may effect the recovery of 
life in caſes hitherto unattempted, and 
perhaps after periods which have not yet 
ſuffered ſucceſs to attend its endeavors. 


In the paſſage of ſcripture before us, our 
minds are drawn very forcibly to the 
7+ TD grounds 
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grounds on which this Society hath 
founded its exertions. The language in 
which our Saviour has there expreſſed him- 
ſelf on a caſe of mortality, muſt ſtrike every 
one who has attended to the phyſical prin- 
ciples which called this inſtitution into 
being: Without aſcribing more ſcience 
than may needs be granted to him, in whom 
were hid all the treaſures of wiſdom and knows- 
ledge, it is doubtleſs ſaying: as little as we 
can to aver, that under the fimpleſt figure 
he has ſpoken what the moſt improved 
phiſiology confirms. In other reſpects too, 
there are circumſtances attending that caſe, 
wherein our Saviour graciouſly interfered, 
which tally ſo exactly with what have at- 
tended this Society in its endeavors, that 
the latter will not ſuffer by that notice of 

them, which will be given in its place. 
The young woman to whom tlie text 
refers, the daughter of Jairus, was at the 
point of death, when her father went to 
importune 
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importune the well-known miraculous 
power of Jeſus Chriſt to reſtore her to 
health. He graciouſly conſented. But 
being detained. in his way by an occafion 
which was given him of performing anos 
ther miracle on a poor diſeaſed woman, 
ſome time had elapſed before he reached the 

father's houſe, In this interim, meſſengers 
brought word that the maid was dead, 
But to him who could afterwards raiſe La- 
zarus from a ſtate of putrefaction, it was 
the ſame thing whatever was the ſtage of 
mortality. Comforting therefore the diſ- 
conſolate father and his friends, he pro- 
ceeded on his way. When he arrived at 
the houſe, he found by the lamentations of 
thoſe who were within, and the ceremo- 
nies employed on occaſions of death, that, 
to every uſual idea, the maid was dead. 
They aſſured him that ſhe was ſo, They 
were ſo confident of it, that having never 
ſeen him raiſe the dead to life (this was 
the firſt inſtance) they humbly declined to 
give him the trouble of proceeding farther. 
B 3 Here 
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Here then he replics in the words of the 
text, She it nat dead, but fleepeth. 


In what ſenſe are we to underſtand this ? 
From- an authority like his, doubtleſs this 
muſt have ſpoken infinite comfort, if they 
could fo diſpoſſeſs themſelves of what all 
their ſenſes told them, that ſhe had ex- 
pired, as to receive his aſſurance that he 
ſlept, in its firſt and ſimple idea, But we 
find they could not. And in {ſuch a literal 
meaning oftheexprefſion, that /heflept, it was 
impoſſible that he could preſs the affertion, 


Was it then in order to gratify a modeſty 
of character, and not to appear to vaunt him- 
ſelf in the fulleſt diſplay of his omnipo- 
tence, that he ſo ſpake? Doubtleſs his mo- 
deſty was great on all occaſions, and ſin- 


gularly ſo in this; eſpecially when he ſuf- 
/ fered none but three of his diſciples, with the 
father and mother, to be eye-witnefles of 
the reſtoration of the child. But in no 
circumſtance was this perſonal delicacy ever 


ſuffered 
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ſuffered to operate ſo as to reduce the de- 
gree of ſplendor which was due to his 
miſſion, from the real nature of the caſe ; 
which muſt have happened here, if by any 
expreſſion he had given a ſanction to any 
idea, which encouraged them to believe, 
that the maid had undergone leſs than a 
total ceſſation of the vital functions. 


But he ſaid, ſhe was not dead. We are 
therefore ſpared in the farther trouble of 
looking for his meaning, that /e ſlept, in that 
figurative ſenſe of the word ſleep, wherein 
he himſelf ſpeaking of Lazarus, his Apoſtle 
Paul ſpeaking of the reſurrection, and 
others in various parts of ſcripture, have 
uſed it as ſynonymous with death; for 
this would encumber the paſſage before us 


with no leſs than a direct contradiction 
in terms. 


We muſt therefore neceſſarily underſtand 
his expreſſion, that fbe ſlept, in ſuch a figu- 
rative ſenſe, as while it does not contradict 

B 4 his 
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his aſſertion that he was not dead, is equal 
ly compatible with the declarations of all 
who were preſent, that;/he was dead, in all 
the common appearances of death, It his 
authority cannot and ought not to be gain- 
ſayed, neither are thoſe common appear- 
ances of death to be treated with diſregard, 
or confounded with any ſymptoms of mor- 
tality, which fall ſhort of an expiring 
breath. There ſeems therefore but one 
ſolution of the matter, which can reconcile 
theſe contrariant authorities; and you have 
it in this plain idea; that tho' the was not 
abſolutely. and finally dead, yet ſhe was ap- 
parently ſo, by that ceſſation of the powers 
and functions of life, which gives the con- 
ſtant notice that death, hath taken its hold, 


The imilitude he hath uſed is 8 per- 
fectly natural to expreſs this doctrine; 7 51 


as expreſſive of it, will meet the ear of 
the moſt accurate phiſiologiſt with the 
chaſteſt effect. In ſleep, the ſpirit of man 
1s quieſcent ; : the power that moves us, as 
intelligent active beings, ceaſes from its 

| uſual 
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uſyal exertions: Let it abides within us, 
till the removal of the oppreſſion, by which 
it js locked up, ſuffers it to act again. In a 
ſimilar manner, but in a ſtronger degree, on 
the immediate invaſion of death, the ſpirit 
of life becomes dormant; it feels a ſtop to 
its power of action; it is put out as à burns» 
ing taper; But a ſpark ſtill remains ſome, 
where latent, and for ſome time capable: of 
catching: the re-kindling heat, that meets 
it not too late. Circumſtances will makethis 
more or leſs difficult in the natural and figu- 
rative taper alike, Let the ſuppreſſion come 
when either has been lingering in the ſocks 
et, and is nearly burnt out of itſelf, aud tho 
reſtoration cannot be expected, if it were 
worth the trial + But where the flame is 

ſuddenly put out in its full ſtrength, it 
will meet more readily the heat that reaches 
it. In almoſt every inſtance we know 
that warmth remains a conſiderable time 
after the ſuppreſſion of life : It ſeems then 
but natural to conclude, that this remnant 
warmth is given by the remnant ſpirit of 


life; 


Ay 
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life; and then why may not this ſpirit of 
life be recovered by remedies that reach ef- 
ſectually the organs,'thra* which itis to act 


This interpretation is not forced upon 
our Saviour's words, becauſe it is convenient 
for this occaſion: The more it is conſi- 
dered, the more eaſy and pertinent it will 
ſeem. Indeed, it appears extremely diffi- 
cult, in a view of the whole caſe, to fix any 
other meaning on his words, that is con- 
filtent with the gravity of his character. 
And if this be thought object ionable, as it 
may ſeem to leſſen, if not annihilate, his 
oven miracle, in the eyes of thoſe whom it 
was meant to convince, and convert to 
him, the anſwer is eaſy; that leſs than a 
miracle it could not be, when by his word 
alone the principle of life was recalled : If 
others, pretending only to common ſcience, 
have recalled it after him, it is by the per- 
ſevering labor of external remedies. 


In this way the Humane Society hath di- 


rected its attempts, but without preſump- 
N 8 | tion. 
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tion, If it might derive encouragement 
from the- hints ſuggeſted in this language 
of our Lord, and in other events recorded 
in the Bible; thoſe hints are now com- 


pletely filled up by the accurate inveſtiga» 
tions of ſcience. Experience hath given 


that certain knowledge of the human 
frame, which ſuffers not even the ſecret 
ſprings of life and death to eſcape its reach. 
By accumulated proofs of late years it has 
been found, that the principle of life reſts 
more in the nerves and muſcles than has 
uſually been thought ; that theſe, tagether 
with the lungs, are happily endued with 
an 4rritable quality, of which they are 
never incapable, ſo long as they keep their 
proper tone; and conſequently that when- 
ever by ſucceſsful remedies theſe can be 
brought into re- action, notwithſtanding the 
heart 'has ceaſed to beat, the blood to flow, 
and the lungs to play, life of courſe will 
be reſtored into the frame. Nothing 
therefore can be more indiſputably 
realiſed, than the diſtinction between 
abſolute and apparent death; which has en- 
abled this Society, and others of the like 
kind on the continent of Europe, by the 


reſtoration 
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reſtoration of many hundred indivi- 

duals to life, to pronounce of them in the 

words of our Saviour, they wer. not dead, 
pur Jept, in a e 4p ae,

We are indebted indeed for ths firſt move« 
ments in this great deſign to another 
country: But thoſe, ho firſt moved in it, 
ir turn acknowledge the obliga· 
tions they have received from hence, in 
the wonderful improvements to which the 
zeal and abilities o oſe, who formed this 
inſtitution, have carried the means and reme - 
dies, on which all its ſucceſs depends. Its 
exertions have been directed chiefly to 
the recovery of thoſe who have been 
drowned, which happens perhaps more 
frequently, at” leaſt in many parts of our 
Iſland, than any other circumſtanee of ſud- 
den or accidental death, where no injury is 
done to the corporeal frame. But in va- 
rious caſes of ſuffocation it has been equal- 
Iy ſucceſsful; and it reſts with the public 
encouragement to ſhew, what farther won+ 
ders yet remain for its efforts to accompliſh. 


For 
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For a conſiderable time, the exertions of. 
this Society met with the moſt unaccount- 
able prejudices, which perhaps not all their 
marvellous ſucceſs has yet been able to ex- 
tinguiſh. But in this eircumſtance they 
are brought again into an honorable ſimi- 
litude to the ſituation of our Saviour him- 
ſelf in the caſe before us: The parallelis 
ſo ſtrong; that it cannot fail to ſtrike us; 
and we hope it will be a ſufficient cure of 
all prejudices in future. When our Sa- 
viour gave the friends of the young woman 
hopes that he would reſtore. her to life, 
telling them ſbe was not dead, but flept, we 
find they laughed him to. ſcorn; not more 
perhaps for ſpeaking of reſtoring the dead 
to life, than for endeavoring to perſuade 
them that death had not taken place, where 
every conſtant evidence of it appeared. 
And how many difficulties had the. firſt in- 
ſtitutors of this humane deſign to encoun- 
ter, when, on the aſſured diſtin tion: be- 
' tween ab/o/ute and apparent death, they pro- 
poſed the reſtoration of the drowned to 

life? 
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life? They could tell you, that hey wwere 
laughed to ſcorn. They recollect with pain 
the coolneſs, the unbelieving backwardneſs, 
with which they were met, even in the 
walks of the medical profeſſion itſelf ; and 
then no wonder if the ſame things at- 
tended them from the common clafles of 
people, who were to come forward in the 
labors neceſſary to give ſucceſs to theſe at- 
tempts. But when-ſucceſs bath put its ſeal 
to the purpoſe, all prejudice, which before 
was weak, (as prejudice muſt ever be) be- 
comes mean and wretched; it is made cti- 
minal, without pardon or excuſe. Every 
generous mind will rejoice that its ideas are 
opened, and its moſt tenacious opinions 
overſet, when the event throws ſuch lights 
upon ſcience, and benefits mankind in cir- 
cumſtances ſo cloſely connected with their 
fondeſt feelings. In exchange for our moſt 
rivetted notions, we are compenſated with 
the -means. of gratifying one of our ſtrong- 
eſt auer the continuance of life, by fruſ- 
trating 
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trating ſome of the numerous contingen- 
cies, which perpetually lie in wait to cut it 


But if it may now triumph over prejudice, 
there are other circumſtances which yetim- 
pede itsprogreſs, and bring us this dayto ſdli- 
cit your benevolent aſſiſtance. To diffuſe this 
life-reſtoring art thro' every quarter of this 
iſland, muſt be the natural wiſh of thoſe, 
whoſe induſtry and benevolence hath r- 
pened it. But if ever they prevail in this, 
the ſupport of it muſt be left in a great de- 
gree to thoſe ſeveral diſtricts, into which it 
ſhall find its way. In the much narrower 
circle, which incloſes at moſt the neigh- 
bourhood of this metropolis, or no great 
diſtance. from it, the exertions of this 
Society call for aids, which hitherto it has 
been but poorly enabled to ſupply. Re- 
flect for a moment, that it muſt employ nat 
only numbers of the medical profeſſion, 
who are not in every ſituation to be com- 
penſated merely by the rewards of honor; 

| but 
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but numbers alſo of another. claſs; whole. 


time and labor is their daily bread; In 
ſhort, how benevolent ſoever mankind may 
be, benevolence alone cannot be expected 
to bring them forward at every call; where 
their circumſtances render it neceſſary to 
put a value on their ſervice. And if in 
the liſt of ſubſcribers, which is open to your 
notice, you make allowance for thoſe, 
whoſe names may claim to {ſtand there for 
general ſervices or patronage, which pro- 
duces no annual addition to its purſe; you 
will find its powers of anſwering theſe need- 
ful gratifications extremely narrowed. 
Theſe will be found {till more narrowed, 
when you take into account the conſider- 
able and neceſſary expenditures, with the 
utmoſt frugality, in diffuſing not only into 
the hands of ſubſcribers, but thro* the 
world at large, that account of its progrefs, 
and thoſe other publications in its favor, 
which are neceſſary to do it juſtice, and to 
familiarize to the aſſurance of all thoſe facts, 
which elſe might appear incredible, or 
doubtful 
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doubtful at leaſt. It muſt therefore depend 
conſiderably on the return of this day for 
the liberality, which the indulgence of the 
prMlic has hitherto encouraged it to ſolicit. 
I with I had no need to ſay, that on the 
generoſity of this congregation will reſt a 
great ſhare of its ability not only to pre- 
ſerve the valuable aſſiſtants it employs, but 
to raiſe up others for extending its benevo- 
lent work. And when that generoſity is 
gathered from numbers in portions, which 
hardly any circumſtances can feel the want 
of, ſurely there is not one in this place 
but will put forth his hand to the contri- 
bution, which makes not him poor, but 
will be the mean of making many rich in 
thoſe bleſſed improvements, which flow ' 
from a preſent lalvation, and may lead to 
one that is eternal. 7

* A number of men, women, and children, recovered by 


the Society from apparent death, were placed in a gallery 
epponte to the Preacher, 
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They were buried by the overwhelming 
deep, or they felt the ſtrangling hand of 
death in other ways, They were conſigned 
to that ſtate of darkneſs, which you ever 
ſeriouſly reflect on but with trembling. 
They actually entered that land of the ene- 
my, compared with whoſe captivity, every 
bondage, every evil upon earth is wel- 
come to your minds; and even to retard 
whoſe approach, you count all the wealth 
of the world cheaply laid out, in the hour 
when he threatens you with bis graſp. 
They fell in a moment: When leaſt pie- 
pared, when thinking leaſt of going to 
make their great account, they were car- 
ried away from ; induſtrious occupation, or 
innocent paſtime, from the anxious expec- 
tation of afflicted parents, diſconſolate fami- 
lies, or lamenting friends, with not even an 
interval allowed to caſt a tranſient thought 
upon their God. Vou muſt therefore, as 
men, and as Chriſtians, ſurvey them with 
feelings not merely of aſtoniſhment, but of 


of | 


the moſt exalted ſympathy, which cannot 
fail to intereſt all the affections of the heart. 


Had you ſeen them in the tumultuous mo- 
ment, when every little remnant ſenſe 
was ſtruggling for reſcue from the cruel 
element, which ſtrove to extinguiſh it; 
what, that the hand or purſe could have = 
miniſtered, would you have ſpared, in the 
impatient endeavor to fave a linking bro- 
ther ? But now 1s the heart, the hand, and 
the purſe, put to far leſs exertion, Aſſiſt 
this Society with your mite, and you fave a 
ſinking brother. Even now perhaps, while 
we ſpeak, a beloved child, a father, or a mo- 
ther juſt taken from the watery grave, or 
gathered up from the ſuffocating ſtroke, 
are bedewed with the tears of ſurrounding 
and iuconſolable relations, whilſt the mo- 
tionleſs eyes cannot repay with one fingle 
glance the burſting ſobs, which fain would 
wake them into life :—They run, they cry 
aloud for the bleſt hand, for the dear, hu- 
mane, divine art, that ſhall give ſalvation. 
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That hand, that bleſſing, that dear, humane, 
divine art is yours, who this day enable 
this Inſtitution to give its relief to theſe 
ſcenes of affliction. 


And you whom it has ſaved, will not fail 
evermore to give it your bleſſing. And 
while you bleſs it with your voice, you 
will be careful to enſure an additional re- 
commendation to its purpoſes, in the conſpi- 
cuous ſeriouſneſs of heart, and regularity of 
life, which it has been the inſtrument of 
producin g within you; and which it ſtrives 
to nouriſn and maintain by that excellent ſcrip- 
ture, and thoſe other ſpiritual books, which it 
has put intoevery one of your hands. Reflect 
that God hath ſuffered you in a moſt extraor-. 
dinary manner to be reſcued from an inſtant- 
anduntimely death; and let your future days 
give him the proof of your gratitude. Per- 
haps, before- time you thought but little of 
him or his providence, and ſtill leſs, it may 
be, of the precious ſalvation offered by his 
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Son. Now in a temporal ſenſe, Feſus Chriſt 
hath brought you to know by the fulleſt 
experience, that fundamental leſſon of his 
goſpel, by grace ye are ſaved : he has there- 
fore given a more than common call on you 
to think and feel what that leſſon ſpeaks in 
a ſpiritual ſenſe, with reſpect to that final 
ſalvation you have yet to wait for. Once 
hath he raiſed you as from the dead: Let 
not therefore his mercy be in vain; but 
employ it to the purpoſes which that event 
ſhould moſt naturally teach, and in which 
the apoſtle Paul hath already inſtructed 
you, that you may know him and the power 
of his reſurrection, and the fellowſhip of his 
ſufferings, being made conformable unto his death, 
if by any means you may attain the ſecond re- 
ſurrection from the dead, unto life everlaſting.
